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All women students of the University of North 
Carolina come within the province of the University 
and under the jurisdiction of the governing boards 
instituted by Student Government. The Women's 
Residence Council, under the Student Legislature, 
is the legislating body for women students. This 
council is composed of the presidents of the resi- 
dence halls, the house managers of the sorority 
houses, a representative from the Women's Council, 
a representative from Student Legislature, and 
a junior representative elected in the fall from 
each dormitory. 


As Chairman of WRC, I should like to extend to 
you an invitation and a challenge to be interested 
in the work carried on by WRC. Because it formulates 
the rules which guide your day-to-day life, the 
work that it does or does not do is of great im= 
portance to you. As intelligent and mature young 
women, question the rules under which you live. 

If you think that they are good rules, say so. © 
If there are those which you do not think are 

good, examine them carefully in the light of the 
mores of the society in which we live and in the 
light of the conditions which exist at this 
university, and then go and talk with your dormi-~ 
tory president, your junior representative, or me. 
If this is done, WRC can do its job better and you 
will be happier during your stay at the University. 


The following regulations, as formulated by WRC 
and Women's Council, will be in effect for 1965- 
1966. We urge each woman student to read them care- 
fully and keep this copy available for reference.

case may be tried by the Women's 
Council; less than an hour late, 
by the residence House Council. 

b. If leaving on a trip necessitates 
travelling by automobile after clos- 
ing hours, the student must obtain 
permission from her parents, and file 
the permission in her residence be-= 
fore leaving Chapel Hill. 

ec. If returning from a trip necessitates 
arrival at the University after 
closing hours, the student must obtain 


permission from the Office of the Dean 
of Women prior to leaving the Univer= 
Sts 

2. Students obtaining parental permission to 
travel home, or to travel home or else-= 
where on vacations or semester break, as 
stated on the Permission Form, do not have 
to obtain special permission when travel- 
ling at these specified times. This per= 
mission to travel ‘after hours does not 
include regular overnight or weekend ab-= 
sences. 

3. After any overnight absence from the 
campus, students must return to their 
residences by residence closing hours on 
the day they return. 

4. Reasonable exceptions to this rule may be 
approved prior to the trip by the Office 
of the Dean of Women.

a. Coeds may spend the night out of Chapel 

Hill and vicinity Monday through Sun- 
day nights. 

b. Falsification of a sign-out slip is a 
Women's Council Offense. 

c. Coeds must PERSONALLY sign out before 
leaving the residence to spend the 
night or weekend away for any occasion, 
including vacations, trips home, or to 
the Infirmary. 

d. If circumstances which prevent the 
student's personally signing out to the 
Infirmary should arise, a call to a 
member of the Residence Administration* 
must be made by the student or an In- 
firmary official before closing hours. 


* Residence Administration; in the dormitory, the 
Hostess, Graduate Counselor, President; in the soror- 
ity house, the Housemother, President, House Manager. 


h. 


All sign-out slips must be signed 
by a member of the Residence Admin-= 
istration and filed personally by 
the student in the residence to be 
valid. If no member of the Residence 
Administration can be contacted, the 
Dean of Women's Office may be called 
in the event of an emergency. 

The following will result in a 

House Council Offense: 

(1) Forgetting to sign out. 

(2) Failure to have the sign-out 
slip approved by a member of the 
Residence Administration. 

(3) Failure to file the slip. 

(4) Failure to sign out for complete 
duration of absence. 

If the student has called a member of 

the Residence Administration before 

closing hours on the day of her de- 
parture, House Council will take 
this into consideration. 

If there is a change in stated des-= 

tination, a girl must notify (by 

telephone ) the Residence Administra- 
tion of this change. A violation of 
this rule is a House Council Offense. 

Failure to sign in by residence 

closing hours on the day of return 

is a House Council Offense. 





The Permission Form, signed by the 
student's parents and the student, must 
have been received by the dormitory 
Hostess or sorority Housemother before 
any permission to leave town may be 
granted.

C. Late Permissions 


1. 


Late permission is the privilege of 
returning to the residence after 
reainereucioginge hourss-and it. is 

never later than ONE HOUR after reg-= 

ular residence closing hours. It must 

be granted by the Office of the Dean 
of Women. 

ae Late permissions consist of two types: 
(1) Sign-out permission: the 

individual must sign out upon 
a specified sheet, and return 
to her residence immediately 

after the termination of the 

event, and sign-in. 

(2) Campus-wide permission: the 
individual need not sign out 
nor in, and may remain out 
until the designated closing 
time. 

b. Should any campus organization 
wish to request late permission 
for University coeds who may be 
in attendance at a function spon- 
sored by that organization, the 
president or head of said organ-= 
ization is asked to contact per-= 
sonally at least days in advance 
the Office of the Dean of Women. 
Sufficient reason for such request 
must be presented. 

ec. For special occasions or out-of= 
town cultural events, late per- 
mission of one hour may be granted 
by the Office of the Dean of 
Women. Immediate return is re- 
quired even though the event may 
not last the entire hour granted 
by the late permission. 

Should any of the following events 

last after closing hours, and late 

permission has not been granted al- 


ready by the Office of the Dean of 

Women, late permission may be requeste 

ed by calling a member of the Resi- 

dence Administration before closing hours:

If a student returns to Chapel Hill 
during the hours when the residence 
is closed, she is to return immedi- 
ately to the residence. Under no 
circumstances is she to linger in the 
Chapel Hill vicinity. 
If late, a student must sign immediately 
a House Offense slip indicating the 
number of minutes or hours late, and 
put this slip in a specified place. 
Failure to sign a House Offense slip 
is a Women's Council Offense. 
A girl shall have 10 minutes of accum- 
ulated lateness each semester. Any 
unused minutes may not be carried 
over to the following semester. No 
free late minutes will be allowed 
during semester break.

In those cases in which the jurisdiction is 
unclear, a body composed of the Chairman of 
the House Council, the Chairman of the Women's 
Council, and the Chairman of Women's Residence 
Council will determine jurisdiction between 
the House Council and the Women's Council.

DISMISSAL FROM THE UNIVERSITY

SPECIAL RULES FOR FRESHMEN 


A Freshman is any student who has not 
completed one academic year, excluding 
summer sessions, at a college or university. 


(Freshmen are expected to abide by all

Hach Women's House Council shall have original 
jurisdiction in cases involving infractions 
by Women's Residence rules of conduct as es-= 
tablished by the Women's Residence Council. 
The Women's Residence Council shall have the 
power to determine the composition of the 
House Council and the procedure under which 
they shall operate within limitations imposed 
by the Constitution. 


Article IV. 
Section I. Penalties 
(A) Campus: A campus means signing in with 
the House Council Chairman at 8:00 P.M.

An elected member of Women's’ Council 
serves as the Chairman. This board is a connect= 
ive link between the three branches of Women's 
Student Government ( Women's Residence Council, 
Women's Council, and House Councils.) It has the 
function of discussing policy changes concerning 
women's residence rules upon the approval of —

Article VIII. Rights of the Accused

Procedures for Appeal

Article XI. Amendment Process 
These procedures may be amended with the appro- 
val of the Women's Residence Council. However, 
no change in the procedures of these courts 
shall become effective without the approval of 
Student Legislature. 
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
